Reasons for Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: as stated in 
the Office Action mailed May 18, 2005 and as echoed in the Response of July 12, 2005, 
Kallok teaches in col. 2, lines 1-10 to apply pulses at a frequency that is too slow to 
allow a fused tetanic contraction. The applicant's cited range of 3,500 to 7,000 
microseconds would appear to result in a fused tetanic contraction. Evidence to this 
can be seen in Fig. 1c of Kallok who shows a 100 Hz pulse waveform as invoking 
tetanic contraction. The cited Rigaux et al. reference further adds support to this 
assertion in par. 0005 where it is stated that the application of 100 Hz pulses to muscle 
will result in a "...very powerful tetanic contraction." The present invention's recitation of 
pulses separated by a spacing resulting in an even higher frequency than 100 Hz would 
therefore appear to be too fast with respect to the frequencies taught by Kallok.
